No sooner does an originally agri-| 
cultural community tend to become 
Stabilized und develop community 
centres than an- effort begins to!

New hog grading regulations, 
which have been under ‘consideration ! 
hy the department, of agriculture tor! 
a considerable time, have been pass- 
ed by order-in-eouncil and will b 
come law upon official promulgation 
it was announced by Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, minister of agriculture. 

The new regulations provide for 
defimite classification of bacon and, 
non-bacon hogs, involving revision of | 
grades so that hogs henceforth will 
be graded as. nearly as’ possible in 
accordance with. ttielr actual com- 
mercial value. 

Packers have undertaken to’ try! 
to. maintain the spread of 50) cents, 
per 100° pounds between “selects” 
and ‘‘bacons’” and all other grades: 
have been left to find their own mar- 
ket level in accordance with the prin- 
ciple agreed to‘at. ‘the 1920 swine 
conference in 1927. 

The new regulations also provide 
for the compulsory grading of all 
hegs at local shipping points in qc- | 
cordance with the officiad grades. 

“During .the past. year the federal 
department has had an opportunity 
to test out the practicability of coun- | 
try greding and are satisfied that it 
is. feasible.
